GENBRAL NOTES ON THE FAIR. 


INCIDENTS, SPORTING MATTERS. 


Yesterday, the third day of the National Fair 
at Cottage Grove, was a co and triumph- 
ant success of the great exhibition. All the 
Departments on the Fair Grounds were full. 
The great cavernous halls that late loomed 
large, and gave promise of an over-ubundaace 
of space within their ares, were filled, and 
though here and there some tardy exhibitor 


_ hurried forward his preparations and share of 


the display, still in two days, under a multitude 
of hands order had grown out of confusion, and 
the Great Fair is in mid career of success. 

It is due here that we give the high praise 
merited for the great and excellent feature of 
cenvenience secured by the good management 
and instruction of the Superintendent of the 
Fair, which else must have been a maze and wil- 
derness of confusion. Everything was plainly 
and fully marked. Each ticket bore the exhib- 


itors name and the name of the article to which 


it was appended. The visitor had only to look 
at the ticket and the story was told. This is so 
often ‘omittell at Fairs, that it deserves this 
special mention. 

The attendance on the Fair Grounds was im- 
mense, and the throng showed a large increase 
on the day preceding. As the influx of strang · 
ers ‘rom abroad over all the channels of commu- 
nication were very large, during Tuesday night, 
and early yesterday morning, so under this 
great army of strangers the hotels and board- 
ing houses went up from single-bedded to 
double-bedded rooms, and still higher in the 
scale, each according to their own style of 
meeting such invasions, and on Falr week, in 
preference to no lodgings at all, there will be 
few who will not take up the petition of the 


poet— 
„O. give me a cot,” etc. 

The crowd at the Fair Grounds yesterday 
reached from 35,000 to 40,000, according to va- 
rious estimates. The Illinois Central carried 
donn nearly twelve or thirteen thousand pas- 
sengers, at a dime apiece, running three trains 
every thirty minutes from the foot of Lake 
street. The City Railway Company must have 
earried, with their forty cars in continual mo 
tion, something like as many more, and proba- 
bly the latter did the most business. Then 
there poured down all the avenues leading to 
the Fair Grounds a continual tide of omni- 
busses, stage-coaches, hacks, vans, express 
wagons, in the passenger trade, until the forty- 
five acres enclosed at Cottage Grove swarmed 


like a beehire.- We give in another place what 


facts and figures our reporter has gathered 
from inquiry at the several railroad offices as to 
arrivals yesterday, aad believe our estimate of 
the attendance at the Fair is within bounds. 
And yet the city was full—our hotels, streets 
and sidewalks were alive with a bustling, hurry- 
ing crowd of strangers throughout the day. 
The several departments of the Great Fair 
are full, and each will repay the visitor for hours 
of examination, indeed for a much longer pe- 
riod than one would care to endure the pressure 
of the living, surging tide that poured cease- 
lessly through the hall yesterday. We present 
the following notes of the several departments 
appended. 


THE MECHANICAL DEPARTMENT. 


Our notes must commence outside the Fair 


Grounds, since there, most prominently over 
against the entrance, are entries of considerable 
maguitude, no less then an entire train of cars 
entered by the Michigan Central Railroad Com- 
pany, consisting of first class passenger and 
freight engines, a baggage car, a drover’s sleep. 
ing car, a sleeping car with elegant stateroom 
for state occasions, a sleeping car and a long 
first class passenger car. These are all taken 
from the working stock of this admirably equip- 
ped road, and turned out from their own iron 
Works at Detroit. Car and engine builders in 
any part of the Union have a formidable rival 


_ for the laurels in the Michigan Central, and 


there is not in the United States a railroad with 
a higher grade of perfection in railway stock. 
All this stock entered by them has been in con- 
stant use for some months, and all the better 
answers its purpose in showing its durable and 
stirling merits in build. 

COAL BURNING LOCO MOBIVES. 


The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad 


enter the coal-burning locomotive No. 47,” a 


athirty ton Manchester built freight engine, 
which was built as a coal-burner in 1857, and 
has been since that time in use on the road. 
The C. B. & C. R. R., under the skillful and in- 
telligent supervision of its wide awake Superin · 
tendent, Col. Hammond, has, for these three 
years past been pushing forward experiments 
in the use of coal instead of wood. It hasnow 
in use twenty-five coal burning engines, which 
bear the brunt of its business, constant addi- 
tions being made to their number, as one after 
another of the wood-burners is transformed at 
their shops for use of coal, a diet to which the 
locomotive, especially, must come at last.” 
In the engine referred to, a new feature has 
been introduced, which removes entirely the 
lingering objections to the use of coal. By an 
ingenious modification of the fire-box, air is 
supplied to the fuel and combustion rendered 
complete. This and other sterling improve- 
ments constitute the special claims of “No. 47” 
to appear at the National Fair, which it does in 
the goodly company of a spick-span new coal.

Mr. N. Peck, of 
Chicago, presented a plum branch loaded with 
fine fruit. W. C. and J. S. Harbison, of Pa., 
exhibits a sweet apple for name, he says, a 
hardy production and a profitable fruit; of 
its value for eating we can bear testimo- 
ny in its favor. As none of our pomologists 
recognise it, it may prove to be a seedling. 
Mrs. G. C. Walker. of Buffalo, N. Y., has a 
plate of Dutchess de Angouleme pears, partic- 
ularly well grown. John Makernson, of Kosci 

usko Co., la., shows seventeen varieties of ap- 
ples, making a fine display, among which, 
Twenty Ounce, Belmont, Fallawater, Fall Pip- 
pin, Northern Spy, Yellow Bellflower, and Mai- 

dens Blush, thus again indicating the favorites 
of our Indiana orchardists. 

We now come to the large and well selected 
collection of fruits from Messrs. Elwanger & 
Barry, of Rochester, N. Y., consisting of 108 
varieties of the apple, 96 autumn and 48 winter 
varieties of pears, 40 of plam and three of crab 
apples. This is by far the finest collection of 
pears that we have seen since the meeiing of 
the Fruit Grower’s Association, at Burlington, 
lowa, some fivo years since. 


The season for pears in New York must prove
